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SOUTH AFRICAN PAY AND PENSIONS. 
During the discussion of the militia 
estimates on Friday, April 19th, R. 1. 


Borden, leader of the spposition, asked 
what were the intentions of the gov- 


ernment regarding pensions to men 
and dependent relatives of men in- 
jured, disabled or killed in South Afri- 
can service. F-om Hansard: 

Mr. Borden, (Halifax).- I was going 
further to state, with regard to this 
case as well as several other cases in 
my own constituency and in my dwn 
province, that we would be very glad 
indeed to know ati as early a date as 
possible what the irtentions of the gov- 
ernment are with respect to making 
some provision or allowance in cases 
where soldiers who were killed or who 
died of disease in South Africa, have 
left persons in Cara ‘a dependent upon 
them. This was a matter which I 
brought to the attention, of the govern- 
ment in the debate on the address, and 
the right hon. gertieman who leads 
the government then stated that no 
definite announcement could be made 
at that time, for the réason that this 
government desired an exact state- 
ment of the inten‘ions of the Imperial 
goverume’t, having regard to the 
terms of the despatch in pursuance of 
which the troops went ta South Africa. 
Chat may afford a reason why no de- 
linite statement may be made at the 
present time; but I am sure there will 
be great satisfaction throughout the 
sountry, if an announcement of the 
policy of the government with respect 
to matters of that kind can be made at 
the earliest possible moment. 

The hon. gentleman knows that in 
the cases of several men of the first 
contingent who were kilied outright, 
some provision was made for their fam- 
ilies by reason of a certaim insurance 
on their lives through Sir Charles Tup- 
per. In my own constituency the fam- 
ilies of two men wha were killed at 
Paardcberg hav’ received $1,000 cach 
from the insurance. In the case of 
Private Zong, of “H” Company, that 
insurance was not available because 
he dii not die of wounds but of disease. 
But the one case is as deserving of con- 
sideration as the other, andj it is ex- 
tremely desirabie that the policy of 
the government sheuld be placed be- 
fore the country at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
I quite agree in the view just express- 
ed. There are three sources from 
which assistance will be derived by the 
parties reterred to. First, the Imper- 
inl governmeat, which, in accordance 
with the origirs al memorandum under 
which the contingents were sent to 
South Africa, agreed to give them Im- 
perial pensiors. Then there is a very 
jarge patrietic fund which has been 
used to relieve cases of distress, and in 
which there still remains an enormous 
sum that will be divided equitably 
among those entitled to share im it. 
Then there is this government, andi I 
can assure the bon. gentleman that it 
is our intention to bring down a meas- 
ure as will satisfy the requirements 
and meet what the most ardent admir- 
ers of the men who went to South Af- 
rica could desire. But, | think it was 
prudent to wait until we were fully ad- 
vised, and perbaps some conference 
may be had with the other two sour- 
ces from which money wi!l be derived 
to meet these obligations. 

Mr. Clarke. Has the question pre- 
septed itself to the hon. gentleman 
whether it would be advisable, taking 
all the circumstances into’ considera- 
tion, to ‘nerease the pay given! the 
meu of the first contingent to an 
#@mount equal to that paid the men 
of the second and third contingents. 
1 do not kaow, whether, the attention 
of the hon. min-ter has been drawn 
to that matter, but I know that I have 
been in receipt of communications 
asking me to draw his at- 
tention to i*. There is a marked dif- 
ference in the pay of the officers and 
men of the first civtingent as com- 
pared with that of the second  aind 
third. While not ¢esjrous of making 
any comparisons, I think 1 am justified 
in saying that the men of the first con- 
tingent did exceedingly weli and are 
entitled to the most liberal considera- 
tion, aed I feel justified in bringing 
up this matter in view of the very 
satisfactory declaration which the hon. 
minister has just made of the inten- 
tion of the government to deai liber- 
ally with those who served their coun- 
try so well in South Africa. There is 
a marked difference in the pay of the 
first as compared with the second 
and third ccntingents, that! I ‘hope the 
minister will give the matter his best 
consideration and ask parliament’ for 
an appropriation to make up the dif- 
ference. I do not think that would 
take more ‘han $100,000 or $125,000. 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
The hon, gevtlemaa must remember 


that when the bill was irtroduced a 
year ago, under which the money was 
voted, the pay for sending these con- 
tingents tc South Africa, this question 
of pay was very carefully considered. 
Without expressing any personal op- 
inien—because I recognize that where 
all did so well it is undesirable that 
any distinet‘on shoald be made, and 
the fact is recarded ‘nr history that it 
would be impossible to select one par- 
ticular contingent which rendered more 
valuable services than another accord- 
ing to the opportun‘ties presented—my 
hon. friend must not forget that when 
sending the contingents, ihe rate of 
pay of infantry was fixed at a cer- 
tain amouat ard that of cavatry and 


that of artille-y, and that the pay.of 
the artilleny and cavalry is considerab- 
ly higher than that of infantry. Of 


éourse, ef the house wishes to take a 


new departure and alter the law of 
last session, it is at perfect liberty to 
do so. But the fact remains that after 
careful consideration the rate of apy 
was fixed, and thesd men entered into 
exactly 


a distinct. contract knowing 
what pay they would receive. 


Hon. Mr. Prior.

try, whether in tbe first or second or 

third bat*‘alion, gy ‘s the same pay, and 
| likewise the cavalry and artillery ? 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 

Yes, : 

Hon. Mr. Prior. I should be adverse 
to any change. In the British ‘and 
every other service the artiJlery and 
engineers are paid higher than infan- 
try and cava'ry. 

Mr. Oliver. What is the intention 
with regard to those members of the 
Canadian contingents who have enlist- 
ed for further service in South Africa ? 
There 1s a force of about 150 men, prin- 
cipally mounted rifles, who have re- 
enlisted. Is it the intention to recog- 
nize those mem .as a Canadian force, 
when pensions are being considered ¢ 
(Unfortunately in that small corps, the 
number of fatalities has been very 
much greater proportionately thanj in 
any other part of the forces whicn went 
out from Canada. These men might 
be debarred from consideration by a 
technicality, but certainly those who 
re-enlisted for service in South Africa 
and who have rendered that serivce at 
such cost and risk are, if possible, more 
entitled to our consideration tham the 
members of the first three contingents 
who dii not re-eniist. 2 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
I can guite understand the point of the 
hon. gentleman’s plea. Technically our 
contract with these men has ceased, 
and this government was re'ieved of 
further obligation when they had serv- 
ed their full term and decided to enlist 
again directly pode- the Imperial au- 
thorities. Now that the matter has 
been brought forward, I shall be glad 
to give it careful consideration. And, 
perhaps, after I have discussed the 
matter with my colleagues, I may be 
able to tell the house what we propose 
to do in refererce to it. I would not 
like to give an! op sion at the present 
moment, though I agree with the bon. 
gentleman that these men deserve con- 
sideration from this couniry for the 
course they have seen fit io pursue. 

Mr. Oliver. Might I also draw. at- 
tention to ‘he fact that there are now 
on the way *o)Sou‘h Africa something 
like 1,200 men. Alihough enlisted un- 
der Imperial authority, they are none 
the less Canadians, They go repre- 
sentatives of Canada. We lvok to 
them to do for Canada what the first 
three contingents have done. I regret 
that they a-e not voing ad a fgurth 
Canadian céntingent. Bat, though not 
going as such aominally, they are such 
as a matter of fact; and I would ask 
if it is the) intention in any way to re- 
cognize them as Canadians in the 
matter of pensions in case of anything 
bappening to them ? 


The Minister of Militia und Defence. 
The fact is—I do not know whether my 
hor. frierd (Mr. Oliver) is aware of it 
—the pay that thes 1,200 men are to 
receive from the British government. 
or from the colonia] authorities in 
South Africa, is very large indeed. 
These men have seenj fit’ to enlist for 
three years as a South African con- 
stabulary of mounted police, at a rate 
of pay which is most generous. I do 
not think tha* it wi'l be necessary for 
us to consider the question that my 
hon. friend has put. 

Mr. Clarke. What pay do they, re- 
ceive ? 


The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
I think six, seven and eight shillings 
a day for privates, and an allowance 
besides, 


Mr. Oliver. The facts being as stat-+ 
ed by the minister, I quite agree that 
there is not the -ame necessity for con- 
sidering these members of the South 
African con3tabulary as was to con- 
Sider the members of the first, second 
and third contingents. But, I would 
ask if it is the intention of the govern- 
ment to give them recognition ? I 
think it would be to our own credit 
to give them recogvition in some sub- 
Stantial way, although, possibly, not 
at the same rato as that provided for 
the men of the first, second and third 
contitgehts, who, possibly, made heav- 
ier personal sacrifices in order togo, I 
merely make the suggestion.

Morrison only 
records the proceedings of the force 
with which he was immediately con- 
nected, we thus get a beiter and closer 
view of the war as i* appeared to our 
fullow Canadians who were there up- 
holding the honor of Canada and of 
Britain than we possibly could if an 
attempt were mage to give a com- 
plete bistcry of the service of all the 
Canadian forces in South Africa,— 
much as that is to be desiyed.

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Ottawa, April 19. 
The railway committee dealt with 
the most umportant item of parlia- 
mentary business on yesterday's list 
nomely the Crow's Nest Soutbere rail- 
way charter, which was agreed to with 
very little discussion and without a 
vote. The passage of the Lill by the 
railway committee without opposition 
practically ensures its acveptance by 
the house. eae 


This bill was an application by a 
company composed largely of tha per- 
sons constituting the Crow's Nest Coal 
company, for pawer to build a railway 
from the coal mines at Michel” ant 
Fernie on the Crow’s Nest Pass rail- 
way to the international boundary, 
there to connect with a branch of the 
Great Northern railway coming up the 
valjey of the Kootenay from Jennings, 
Wasbington. The purpose to be serv- 
ed by the construction of the railway 
was to secure competitioa in the trans- 
port of coal and coke from the Fernie 
mines to the Montana smelters, At 
present coke is hauled from Fernie to 
United States railway connections over 
the C. P. R. Jines east and west from 
Fernie, These connections are reach- 
ed at Lethbridge *o the east ard Cres- 
ton junction to the west. By the con- 
struction of the proposed Crow’s Nest 
Southern road giving cirect access to 
United States lines over what would 
practicaljy be the Coa! company’s own 
railway, the C. P. R. would be cut out 
of this traffic. Hence the opposition 
of that company to the construction 
of the read, Kor a time the opposition 
was based squareiy on the right of the 
C. P. R. to, a fmonopoly of the railway 
traffic in the Kootenay. But it soon 
become evident that this argument had 
not sufficient wegat to prevent the 
granting ol the charter. Then the 
ground was snilteu, and’ the bogey; of 
danger to the smeiting interests of 
British Columbia was set up. The fear 
was expressed that the Coaj, company 
might tali under the control of the 
smelting interests of the United Sita- 
tes and uascriminate against Canadian 
smelters ir the sale of coal, thereby 
injuring and destroying those inter- 
ests. How they were more liab,e to 
fall undex that control because they 
would have three railway routes io 
the United States smelters instead of 
only two ne yne ever condescended to 
explain a-d very few to consider.. Nor 
yet how with 50,000 acres of the Crow’s 
Nest coal lands owned by tbe govern- 
ment and 5,000 acres owned by the C, 
P. R. the present Coal company could 
be supposed to nave a monopoly of the 
coal supply. Although the argument 
was made tor the sole and only purpose 
of preventing ‘be building of the Crojw’s 
Nest Southern railway, it bas hadj a 
good result. It has not prevented the 
building of tw2 ra‘iway and it has been 
the means of iniroducing in most 
drastic form the idea of protection of 
the public interest in the granting of 
public franchises. The cry of danger to 
the smelting interests was met by the 
assurance of the Coal company that 
they were just as anxious to secure an 
increase of the market for their pro- 
duct in British Columbia by increase 
in the capacity and number of smelters 
there as they were to secure an in 
crease of their market in the States 
by cheapening the cost of transporta- 
tion to the smelting centres there. And 
in proof of ‘,heir good faith they ex- 
pressed their willingness to accept the 
railway charter conditionaily on their 
being bound to deal fairly by the Brit- 
ish Columbia smeliers. There was 
some difficu'’y and deiay in coming 
to a satisfactory agreement, but when 
ihe railway committee met yesterday 
morning an arrangement which was 
said to be mutually satisfactery was 
announced. Although the Coal com- 
pany and the railway company ara in 
law entirely separate, in the agree- 
meut they are ubited, and jointly agree 
to submit fo the conditions. First the 
companies agree not to discriminate 
unfairly either in prices of coal dr coke 
or in rates of transportation against 
Canadian in favor of United States con- 
sumers. Secund, the goveruar-in-council 
is te decide what js unfair discrimina- 
tion. Third, the company is subject. tc 
a fine of $3.00 for each tom of coke 
er coal which has beem the subject of 
such upfair discrimination. And four- 
th, when the goverror-in-council is 
satisfied that efiective competition in 
the supply of coal and) coke exists the 
foregoing restrictiqas may be  sus- 
pended during tbe existence of such ac- 
tive competition, 


It wauid be a mistake to jump to 
the conclusion that these restrictions 
absolutely preven: the cheaper sale of 
coke in the United States than in San- 
ada. This was mentioned by Mr. Sif- 
ton ineaplanation, li might be neces- 
sary, as a busiwess proposition, at 
times for the company to sefl coke un- 
der cost in the United States in order 
to meet competition, and hoid their 
trade. To compe: them. ta Sell at the 
same ptice in Canada would simply 
mean that they must go out of busi- 
ness. The govervor in-council would 
be the judges as to what was unfair 
to the Canadsan smelters. 


While this restrictive agreement 
does not appear to have been necessary 
and may not be effective, inasmuch as 
i/ is a notable and important acknow- 
ledgment of the duty, of parliament to 
protect the public interests it is of 
value. And the fact that it was made 
at the demand of that company which 
above all others has objected to being 
controlled im fhe public interest gives 
it all the greater strength as a preced- 
ent. It looks almost as though in ihe 
sirife between the C. P. R. and the 
Coal company the public came ini for 


a Sa aneuniadmmnaasininiaal 


some consideratio;, A case of “When 
thieves fall out bonest men get their 
due.” ; 

A most peculiar thing in this connec- 
tion. and showing the utter dishonesty 
of the arguments put ap against the 
granting of the Crow's Nest Southern 
charter on pubiic grounds, was the ac- 
ceptance by the railway committee 
without a word of objecticn from any 
source of another railway charter cov- 
ering exactly ibe same ground between 
the coal mines and{ the boundary, and 
therefore just as dangerous to Cana- 
dian interests as the Orow’s Nest 
Southern. Whatever legitimate s@a- 
sons existed against granting the 
Crow’s Nes‘ Southern charter existed 


against this one. But because 
itf dide not belong to the coal 
companies it was nnopposed 


And yet if it is finally granted, as ap- 
pears cer‘ain the terrible Jim Hill may 
acquire it and build under its provis- 
ions instead of under the Crow’s Nest 
Southern, and tbereby the Coal com- 
pany avoid the restrictions imposed by 
the agreemen* ir respect of the Crow’s 
Nest Southern. 

The transportation dekate gocupied 
the whole of Lhursday as well as Wed- 
nesday aed seems likely to go on to- 
day. A great aevl of valuavie infor, 
mation has been imparted, but there is 
as yet no sign{of a definite conclusion 
being reached. The advantages of the 
proposed Geo-gian Bay canal were air- 
ed by Haggart, ex-minister of railways. 
Fitzpatrick, solicitur-general, advo- 
cated Quebec as the national port pf 
Canada aad expressed doubt as to the 
utility of the vast expenditures being 
needed to make Moutreal a deep wat- 
er oceap port. The winister of public 
works upneld Montreal while avowing 
all friend'saess towards Quebec, and 
announced thst four miilions had been 
spent in deepening the St. Lawrence 
and some two miliioas more would be 
necessary to muke a channel 30 feet 
deep anu 450 feet wide between Quebec 
and Montreal. He favored the Georg- 
ian Bay canal, but thought the expendi-, 
ture too large to he undertaken at pres- 
ent. He favored a start being made, 
not th:s rear but possibly next, by im- 
proving the savigat.on of French river 
so that the large steamers of the up- 
per lakes could land at Nerth Bay on 
Lake Nipissing. This would give the 
shoriest. poss‘vle raii haul between the 
lakes and Moytreal and would cost 
about two mi'lious, Ihe distance from 
North Bay to the mouth of French 
river is 85 miles. It may be remem- 
bered that the Mackenzie government 
intended to make the line from Mon- 
treal to the mouth of Frepch river the 
first link in the transcontinental rail- 
way. Commerting on remarks by Ger- 
mau, M. P., for Welland, the minister 
said that bis policy, bad been to make 
large harbor improvements at Port 
Colborne, and ut Montreal, build or 
secure the building o'! elevators ‘af 
both points and so develop a steam 
barge route through the canals and 
Lake Ontario be*ween Port Colborne 
and MoutreaJ. He has placed half a 
million dollars ir) ibe estimates for the 
works at Port Colborne previous to 
his going to Europe. But after he 
left the items were reduced, and the 
work correspondingly delayed. It 
was in progress, however. He eulog- 
ized the C. P. R. as Canada’s national 
highway, and declared his intention of 
supporting it im Canada’s interest. 
This vemark eli¢ited rapturous ap- 
plause from the opposition and dead 
silence from the government side of 
the house.

WINTER IN ALASKA. 

The following despatch, the ‘ruth of 
which there seems to be good reason to 
doubt, appears in the Alaskan of Skag- 
way, having been telegraphed from 
Dawson: 

“This town was shaker from one 
end to the other when Mr. Reed, clerk 
in Judge Nove’s court at Nome, an- 
nounced that just before, he left Nome 
200 miners were frozem io death from 
exposure during one of the worst 
storms for which thet camp is noted. 
The forepar: of the season was mild 
and the Chechacos thought that all of 
the stories of 50 degrees below; zero 
and blizzards were myths, and in 
spite of all warnings given by Sour- 


dough residents, they perished iu 
stampeding to every “Jim-Crow” 
creek which was boomed by various 


recorders, who were prompted simply 
by a desire to take in money for re- 
cording fees. 

“By New Yeoar’s the real winter 
set in. The mercury dropped to 50 
degrees below aud wiod such as white 
man never before encountered blew 
for weeks. The dogs, which’ were left 
outside over night perished and car- 
casses of [rozea agunals were strewn 
all over town. New comers living in 
single board and tarpapered shanties 
poorly put together by inexperienced 
hands, suffered untold ageny from the 
cold and it was with the greatest dif- 
ficulty that hundreds of lives were 
saved. Medical skill was called in 
many times, aad the hospitals were 
full of people wha were frozen on 
some part of the bodies. The hospi- 
tal was taxed to its utmost and ioo 
much credit cannot be given to Mr, 
Elliott who is in charge for his minis- 
tering care of the sufferers. 

“On the occasion of the storm in 
question, a horrible blizzard was blaw- 
ing and when it: abated, the bodies of 
200 miners were found lying ali along 
the coast. Some of the unfortunates 
had gone to Clarence to stake proper- 
tues, and those whose lifeless bodies 
were found near St. Michael had gone 
there to secure supplies, some of 
which had given out at Nome. of 
the two hundred dead only, a part of 
them have been identified, and most 
of the bodies were interred by kind 
hands near the place where found.”

FALL WHEAT IN SOUTHERN ALBERTA 

Pincher Creek Echo: The attention 
of many people in the district has been 
called to the extremely, good crops of 
fall wheat raised here tast season. And 
outsiders also have noted the Jact that 
this crop would appear to be a sure! one 
in Southern Alberta. In the Vicinity 
of Edmonton numbers of farmers’ are 
experumenting with. fall wheat, . and 
even up there it is also found more suc- 
cessfui than the spring variety. The 
Calgary Milling Company had its 
agents at Pincher Creek last! fall in- 
quiring as to the amount raisedj and 
the probability of enough farmers go- 
ing in for this cereal to make it worth 
the company’s while to erect; arf ele- 
vator at Pincher Creek’ station. This, 
however, was found to be too prema- 
ture, as yet, but the company has ex- 
pressed its readiness to ‘buy up all the 
fall wheat that cam be raised in the 
district at good price. In connection 
with this we, are enabled to announce 
on the information of Mr. Shaw, of 
the C. P. R. freight department, Win- 
nipeg, that the C. P. R. has given spe- 
cial rates to the Calgary Milling Com- 
pany tor the carriage of wheat, . fall 
and spring, to Calgary, from the var- 
lous points in South Alberta. A 
specially good rate it is, too, and one 
that should enable the Milling Com- 
pany to offer a fair price to the farm- 
ers lor their wheat, This shows that 
the C. P. R, has awakened to the fact 
that this countny can produce the very 
dest of wheat, and that it is determin- 
ed to give whatever encouragement it 
can to the farmers to preduce it. Not 
only that, but the company is distri- 
buting large quantities of fall wheat 
in the northern parts of Alberta, with 
a view to induce the farmers there to 
follow suit. There can be no doubt’ 
but that this district is pre-eminently 
suitable for the raising of. fall wheat, 
and more than that; that the seasons 
are favorable enough for yearly crops, 
this latter condition being an extra in- 
ducement to our farmers to raise this 
wheat. Judging from the crops 
grown last year by Messrs. C. Kettles, 
J. Miller and others, which! were ex. 
tremely good, this cereal should prove 
profitable, more so than oats, and 
while in the past, it has been difficult 
to market the grain, now that facili- 
ties of transport and a purchaser have 
been found, there can be but little to 
prevent the raising of this crop heing 
gone in for much more extensively.

GROWING FLAX ALONG WITH WHEAT. 

In some parts of Northern Minnesota 
and Dokota flax and wheat are grdwn 
together, and judging from reports of 
such crops published from time to time 
in the agricultural papers of those Sta- 
tes, the reguits are satisfactory. The 
following letter, which appeared re- 
cently in the St. Paui Farmer, is inter- 
esting ia this connection: _ 

My plan of seeding’ is first harrow 


the ground weil belure pulling any] gon. 

seed on. I then sow ax with Uycloue | a 

broadcast seeuer attached to wagon. 

This saves time and labor. [ aim to 

sow, about one peck of flax per acre. 1 SHIRT W A ISTS. 


follow this with five-inch shoe drill 
and sow, one bushel and one peck of 
wheat per acre. The work of the arill 
will cover tiax sulficiently. Of course, 
a light harrowing will do no harm. The 
main object inj this plam of seeding is 
to have flax broadcast and wheat in 
rows, and one kind of grain does not 
crowd the other. The tux simply ov- 
cupies space that would otherwise » be 
supporting a growth of weeds of var- 
ious kinds. The last year) was a very 
bad one generally for small grain in 
the locality, nevertheless, I -harvested 
a crop of four and one-half bushels of 
flax per acre and eighteen bushels of 
wheat where I bag the two sown to- 
gether, and not over ten bushels, of 
wheat where there was po flax sown 
with it. ; ' 

Our grain Inspectors receive ihe 
mixed grain just as it comes from the 
threshing machine. Thay take a sam- 
ple and screen it and determine’ the 
per cent. of each, flax and wheat, and 
pay for each separate according to the 
price of each. I threshed out of the 
last year, and sold my flax early and 
did not get thei top price. 1 sold for 
$1.15 per bushel. [t is readily seen 
that my flax crop alone netted me $5 
per acre, say nothing about the wheat 
being better where the two were sown. 
It cost me foun cents per bushel ‘for 
threshing, same as was charged for 
threshing clear wheat. I believe that 
farmers can materially increase their 
income by sowing flax with wheat in 
this manner.
